A Strew VlM for the Cleaning »nd Re- 


pairing; of WlieelB. 


A practical novelty, which really fills 


a long-felt want, will be very much ap- 
preciated, not only by every wheelman 
who takes good care of his bicycle, but 
It will soon be considered indispensable 
in every repair shop. One of the most 


difficult operations in cleaning a wheel 
is the talcing out of the crank pins, 
which fasten the pedal cranks to the 
crank-axle. 
These pins are ordinarily 


wedged in very tightly, and it is only 
by using a peg and hammer that they 
can be gotten out. 
Now many of the 


parts immediately in touch with the 
pin are of very hard steel, but brittle 
to a certain extent. 
Hammering1 will 


therefore be liable to injure these very 
delicate parts and will certainly mnl;e 
the pins useless in a very short time. 
With the new appliance these crank 
pins are driven out by #reat force, ap- 
plied gradually by means of a screw 
vise, which has been constructed for 
this purpose. 
The illustration tells 


better than any description how it is 
done, and its simplicity will be ap- 
parent to everyone who has occasion to 
take out the crank pins in order to 
clean the bearings of the crank axle.

METHODISTS TO MEET. 


Tlic Great Gathering to lie Held at Cleve 


land In May. 


The general conference of the Methodist 


Episcopal church is to be held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, beginning May 1 and lasting 
perhaps through the month. 


This is a quadrennial session and Bish- 


op Thomas Bowman of St. Louis will 
preside the first day. 


The conference will be mode up of near- 


ly 200 lady delegates and twice rts many 
ministerial, representing the conferences 
in the United States, Europe, China, Ja- 
pan, Mexico and India. 


One of the principal topics of thediscus 


sion will be the woman question. 
For 


eight years the church has been regularly 
agitated by the proposition to 
allow 


women to serve as lady delegates. 
There 


are some who believe that women are en- 
titled to serve by virtne of the laws now 
in force. But the judgment of the church 
has been against this view. 


A constitutional amendment is now be- 


ing rated upon which, If adopted by a 
three-fourths vote of the clergy In annual 
conferences and by two-thirds of the Gen- 
eral Conference, will settle the matter ful- 
ly and finally. The last conferences arc 
voting this week. 


There are tour women who have been 


elected, although technically they have as 
yet no seats. The conference will, how- 
ever, validate the previous election If the 
woman queestion carries. 


Another matter to be considered IB the 


problem of establishing Episcopal res- 
idence* in Europe, Japan, China, and 
possibly South America. India is under 
the jurisdiction of Dr. Shotwin, one of 
the two mlakmair biatopa. BUbop Tay- 
lor ta (tattooed |n Africa. Theothcrml*- 


and fed tte 


need of a bishop on their mil or who o»n 
be at hand permanently. 


At present and for years It has been tho 


custom for one of the American bishops 
to visit tho missions of Japan and China 
and for others to visit Europe. 


The missionary conferences nave ur- 


gently indicated a desire to have n more 
effective system of supervision. 


No one can accurately forestall the ac- 


tion at Cleveland, but it looks as though 
one bishop will be assigned nn Episcopal 
residence in Europe and one in the Orient 
at least. 


The election of a new bishop will also 


bo considered. 
There are sixteen now, 


besides the two missionary bishops 
Tho 


committee on ICpiscupucy will proluibly 
have some recommendation t<i make. 


The Goiier.il conference will probably 


determine on two. throe, or at the out- 
sied, four more bishops. 


It is inevitable that the time limit will 


be discussed. 
A large per rent of ]KIK- 


tors and people prefer that the limit be 
removed. 


It is probable that the conference will 


devise a compromise by which iu certain 
niergencies ihe pasters' terms may be 
lengthened beyond the fhe-ye.ir rule.

He got the telegraph line 
started, and then he was prevailed upon 
to work for n dollar a day, but then every- 
body considered it a great thing in those 
days to bo in the employ of n railroad 
c nnpany; and a telegraph operator was 
nearly as important a man as the super- 
intendent, if he didn't diaw as big a sal- 
ary.

DRAWING-ROOM SCREEN. 


Rather Elabonte, One Can B* 


Hade at Moderat. Kipenie. 


There is no minor article of furniture 


perhaps that is more useful in a house 
than, a pretty screen. Every drawing- 
room should possess one, forit contrib- 
utes largely to its co/mess, especially 
in the winter months. To purchase a 
really nice screen, ready-made, a good 
round sum must be expended, and even 
then the article purchased may not 
prove satisfactory. I am giving, there- 
lore, a practical suggestion for a home- 
made screen, which, if properly car- 
ried out, will result in a charming'and 
useful addition .to the drawing-room. 


For the frumeworlj of my screen, nn 


ordinary two-leaf clothes-horse will 
answer admirably; but it a particular 
size ami width lie desired, a working 
carpenter will knock you up whut you 
require for a trifle. 


Having your framework ready, cover 


it with a strong unbleached calico. 
This will be best done by using small 
black brarls, a.ml covering each le;>' 
separately. 
The 
calico should 
be 


strained very tightly from side to side, 
nd plenty of brads used in the nailing. 
When these preliminaries are accom- 
plished the frame is ready for its orna- 
rncntul covering. 


The materials required will be as fol- 


lows: 
Fine olive-green cloth to cover 


the screen quite plainly on the outside, 
a yard of lemon-colored velveteen, and 


ufficicnt eau-ileOCil pongee silk to line 
the inside of the screen, and to cover 
lialf of the front. I am unable to give 
quantities ol material in tin's instance, 
.s I have not suggested any particular 
:i/,e for the screen, which may vary 
vith the tastes of the reader, and the 
actual making is what I wish to make 
clear to you. 


It wilJ be Keen by the sketch that the 


ornamentation of the screen consists 
nf a flight of butterflies upon one leaf 
\nd the lower half of ^the second. 
These are fashioned from the lemon- 
colored velveteen, and should be cut 
uut from a paper pattern, which may- 
be varied in various ]x>sitions accord- 
ing to the ir 'cuuity of the w orker, and 
it is a pretty idea to have the butter- 
flies graduating in size from large la 
very small. 


These, when cut outs can be fixed 


on to the cloth in two or three ways;

if needlework is not cared for the prct 
ly insects can be fastened to the cloth 
with good and clear liquid glue, gilding 
the edges of the wings afterwards with 
n. little paint applied wiuh a camel-hair 
brush. 
The other method is to ap- 


plique tlio butterflies on, using a fine 
gold thread for the purpose; in both 
cases the effect will be very pretty. 


When, this ornamentation is com- 


plete, and a glance at the sketch will 
sjive an idea of the arrangement, tlie 
c-loth must be tightly strained over the 
frame, enoh leal separate, using small 
fancy nails for the purpose of fixing', 
and beinf*" very careful to turn in all 
edges quite neatly. It will be found 
l>est to cut a. narrow strip of cloth with 
which to cover the screen where the 
two leaves join, and this should be 
nailed tightly and smoothly as a last 
item. 


Having then covered the screen, the 


jjiper half of one leaf should be further 
udomed by a full gathered piece of 
(ho eau-de-Nil silk, as seen by the 
sketch. \Ve then come to the inside 
of the screen, and this is lined entire 
ly with the eau-dc-Nil silk, slightly 
.',rathcred from top to bottom. A small 
light photographic shelf can 
be, i! 


liked, fixed across the top of each leaf 
and a few pretty fancy brass hooks 
screwed in the spar that goes across 
the center will be found most useful 
foe hanging the work bag, etc., upon. 
Your screen is now complete, and all 
that is required for a finishing toufJi 
aro a few yturds of gold tinsel laee in 
sertiou with which to edge the screen 
(op and bottom. My design is, perhaps, 
a little elaborate, but it would not 
prove expensive.—Madame. 


Cooklne Cabbapo Wlthont Odor.

Last 
nf all tlie lid must not be put on the 
saucepan during the whole process of 
•jooking.

was the now extremely popular one of 
apples and celery with a mayonnaise, 
was served in bright red apples. The 
top of the npple was taken off neatly, 
the meat aeooped out till the walls were 
about halt nn inch thick, and the shell 
fdled with the salad. Every apple rested 
on a bed of green cress. The apples 
want to be prepared as near the time ol 
serving aa possible, to prevent the rust- 
ing of the edges. Served in this way 
the course is a pretty novelty, though 
en the same lines as tomato shells, or 
those of preen pepper for the meat or 
fish salad of agreen and white luncheon.

Statements as to tbe Situation by 


the Governor of Cape 


Colony Denied. 


TERRIBLE MASSACRE PREDICTED. 


Thousand* of Matabeles in Buluwi 


Who Protest to Desire Protec- 


tion Ready to begin a 


Slaughter of Whites.

Cape Town, April IS.—Xo official state- 


ment from any source is worth consider- 
ing which says Buluwayo is not in dan- 
ger. Buluwayo is in the greatest danger. 
In fact ere this time it may be in the 
hands ot Matiibeles and one of tho most 
terrible mnssacreh on record may have oc 
curred. Military men, scouts, govern- 
ment officials all concur in the statement 
that the governor of Cape Colony has not 
told the truth if he notified, the hoino gov- 
ornment that Buluwayo is not inc'iaecd. 
It is evident to everybody here that the 
British there are in a most critical posi 
turn. The chief trouble is their smal 
numbers compared with the Mntabcli 
hordes. Then many Matabeles have flock- 
ed into the city and are pretending the; 
arc seeking protection of the whites »m 
it is now well known they have plaunei 
to rise against the British as soon as the 
Matabolos appear. Tho number of light- 
ing men at Buluwayo are under nine 
hundred against fifteen thousand Mnta- 
l>eles .md ot even this small force three 
hundred are reported despatched to Man- 
gwa Pass. 


It is also announced th.it of the re- 


maining six hundred whites a strong 
force intended to leave Buluwayo yester- 
day to attack Kmgl-iobengula's rraik reg- 
iment. This native force is likoly to prove 
moro than a match for the small British 
force. In fact nobody here can understand 
the rashness of such a sortie being per- 
mitted It is feared the awful mistake of 
Isalunda may be repeated. The great 
trouble at Buluwayo seems to be that u 
majority of the loaders are dashing, dare 
dovil men, prone to engage tho enemy 
at first sight and estimate his number 
later generally too late. 


It IB known that two other formidable 


Matabcle regiments are near Buluwnyo 
and it would seem 
have a carefully 


prepared plan of attack which has been 
drawn up, and ih being carried out with 
skill, which gives additional color to the 
reports that the Boers are Iwhind the 
whole uprising. Only about one million 
rounds of cartridges arc at Buluwayo and 
these used in rapid-fire guns would not 
last long against ;i repeated night at- 
tacks of a persistent enemy. It is even 
wild this supply has been already greasy 
drawn on. Five thousand jxiunds of 
rifles and ammunition are on the way to 
Buluwayo from Mafeking. It is more- 
over, known that the food supply in Bulu- 
wayo is steadily decreasing and particu- 
larly so as n large numlx-r of natives h.i-u- 
to be fod and the outlying garrisons sup- 
plied 
Eighteen wagons loaded with pro- 


visions are reported corralled sixty miles 
from Buluwayo waiting a favorable op- 
portunity to get into town. Five hun- 
dred volunteers arc being hastily equipped 
and sent to the front. Delay, however, 
must occur and it is ixjssible the Mata- 
beles may capture the relief trains of pro- 
visions, and ammunition in which c;i*c 
the situation at Buluwavo will b.; de spei - 
ate indeed.

this morning and Is still at large. The 
county jail Is crowded with prisoners dur- 
ing tho sessions of the United States 
court here, and thirteen were confined in 
a large room. Two ot the number, Wil- 
liam Swepcrs and Samuel Watts, under 
penitentiary sentence for counterfeiting, 
secured an iron bar ana dug a hole nearly 
through the brick wall. A trusty prisoner 
Informed Jailer Brown, and the pair were 
removed and last night taken to Chester. 
Christophar continued the work, and 
early this morning broke through and 
gained his liberty. The other prisoners 
mndo no effort to Cheape.
